DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of the species of figure 3, claims 1-15, 35-44 
and 58-72 in the reply filed on 1 1/13/06 is acknowledged. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 70 is objected to because of the following informalities: it depends on 
itself. Appropriate correction is required. 

It is assumed to depend on claim 69 for purposes of this office action. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5, 8, 10, 12-15, 35-39, 41 , 43, 58-62, 65, and 67 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kolls. 

The patent to Kolls discloses in columns 23 and 24 and Figures 2A, 2C and 4 a 
wireless vehicle communication interface for communicating data over the internet. The 
device communicates a browsable internet documents in network protocols such as 
Microsoft NT that come from in vehicle devices 200 that include vehicle monitors 260 
and GPS system 268 and alarm system 236. The communication device v100 is 
connected to PC310 through the network. Column 25, lines 25-40 discloses a web 
browser and server. 
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Claims 6, 7, 9, 1 1 , 40, 42, 44, 63, 64, 66 and 68-72 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims.
